Now is his second year es head conch at BYU, 
Hal Dwane Mitchell was selected for the job two 
years -ago.. At age: 30 he became. the. youngest 
varsity coach in BYU history. It is hoped his former 
successess on the gridiron will carry over into college 
ball. 


A native of Los Ange- 
les, Mitchell has crammed 
a valuable amount of 
playing and coaching ex- 
perience into his football 
career.

A native of Bingham, Utah, Chris was an all- 
around athlete and studentbody president at Bingham 
before enrolling at Utah State in 1946. He was a 
member of the Aggie varsity line for three years, then 
joined the Ogden H.S. statf in 1950. He was named 
head coach in 1953. His prep record was 44 wins, 
13 losses, two ties. 


EARL LINDLEY (Utah State '54) 


Earl came to BYU last year from Idaho Falls High 
School in.

He won letters in two 
sports at Utah State and BYU. He has traveled count- 
less miles with the Cougars since joining the athletic 
staff in 1937. 
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OUTLOOK 


While many factors seemed to be operating against 
the Cougars in ‘61, one element—time—has favored 
football at Cougarville since the close of the last cam- 
paign. A year ago, Coach Hal Mitchell and his staff 
were trying to fit one of the thinnest squads in the 
school's history into new offense. It was a struggle 
in every sense of the word, but the Cats managed to 
pick up a couple of wins for their efforts. 

Now, @ year later, and with time bringing the two 
forces into balance, the Cougars are much better pre- 

jared to encounter the opposition. The system, which 
Fas been maditied somewhat t produce more striking 

ower, is now a fixture, and there is more talent on 
Rend to get it rolling at the right time in the right 
direction. 

While the outlook is generally improved, there are 
still problems to be wrestled with before the Cougars 
are expected to become a force in the new Western 
Athletic Conference. There are soft spots in th Cou- 
gar line, and a better balanced attack is needed to 
give the offense the punch it needs to bowl over op- 
ponents. 

At the end of the '61 season, Mitchell and staff 
launched a search for more talent. The drive seems 
to have produced some dividends. The number of 
transfers acquired exceeds by far any effort in this 
direction at BYU in recent years. The problem is, 
the quality of the new talent is still something of a 
question. The transfers, along with the sophomores, 
still have to prove themselves. 

While the loss of 13 lettermen hasn't exactly 
emptied the ranks, the departures did take more than 
half of the regulars. Included among those not return- 
ing is wingback Paul Allen, who scored 38 points and 
led the nation in kickoff returns with over 40 yards per 
return last fall. Two starting tackles and two starting 
guards are also missing, so it will be understandable if 
the Cougars have some trouble forming a forward 
wall. The tackle slots are especially vulnerable. 

If all goes well, the BYU backfield should measure 
up to expectations. Eldon Fortie moved the offense 
with deftness last year, and he will be back at tailback 
again this fall. Backing Fortie is a rangey sophomore 
back, Phil Brady, and a block-busting Howetian tail- 
back, Lou Santiago. Kent Nance, the prized sopho- 
more from California, will be playing at fullback along 
with last year's regular Bill Nelson. All of the blocking 
backs are returning, and Mitchell has moved Gene 
Frantz and Doran Merkley (a former tailback) to wing- 
back to strengthen that position. 

Unless overtaken by some misfortune, the Cougars 
can expect a better season in 1962. This isn't the 
kind of squad any opponent can afford to: take lightly.
